Board of Education establishment 
of a curriculum division which will 
seek, among other things, to place 
greater emphasis on the teaching 
of citizenship, he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Indorsing an® editorial in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, which recom- 
mended a definite practical pro- 


gram for teaching democracy, An- 
derson said the only purpose of edu- 
cation is to train for citizenship. 
At this particular time it is espe- 
cially important to re-emphasize 
that function, he asserted. 

While the youth of Germany, 
Russia and Italy are being taught 
to obey blindly and not think for 
themselves, he continued, the youth 
of this country must be taught how 
to make up their own minds. 


Emphasis on Interpretation. 


History and civics courses fre- 
quently are taught mechanically, he 
pointed out. Rather than merely 
emphasizing events, their signifi- 
cance and effects must be pointed 
out. “We should teach what Com- 
munism is, for example, but if the 
pupil is taught to appreciate fully 
what democracy means, then there 
will be no question in his mind 
which is the superior system,” he 
asserted. 

In some schools it is difficult for 
pupils to obtain an appreciation of 
democracy because the schools 
themselves are run as_ dictator- 
ships, with principals dictating to 
teachers and they, in turn, dictat- 
ing to pupils, he said. 

A superior system and one which 
he hopes will be instituted in every 
school would give each pupil cer- 
tain responsibilities and allow 
teachers a share of the responsi- 
bility of running the school. If pu- 
pils do not assume the duty of do- 
ing their work and co-operating in 
the better management of the 
school, he said, they will not as- 
sume such duties of citizenship as 
voting and maintaining an interest 
in the conduct of their elected of- 
ficials. 


Start in Kindergarten. 


Although citizenship is taught 
in schools here as in other cities, 
the program needs greater empha- 
sis, he continued. The training be- 
gins in kindergarten where pupils 
learn to work together, respect the 
rights of others and enjoy each 
other’s company. In higher grades, 
the program is continued in student 
self-government organizations. 
But he hopes, through the cur- 
riculum division, to obtain a 
broader citizenship training pro- 
gram which will help each pupil 
attain these objectives: a satisfac- 
tory vocation, a home, friends, an 
appreciation for books, music and 
art and an interest in his govern- 
ment. 

He agreed with the statement of 
Dr. William Allan Neilson, presi- 
dent emeritus of Smith College, 
that what is chiefly important to- 
day is to “arouse the youth of 
America to an awareness of the 
value of the system under which 
they live.”

AMENDMENT BY 
WADSWORTH BEATEN 


New Yorker Sought to 
Send Measure Back to 
Committee for Bar on 
Rate Increases. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The House adopted and sent to 
the Senate today a conference 
agreement on the Wheeler-Lea 
transportation bill which brings 
water carriers under control of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The roll call vote was announced 
as 247 to 74. : 

Senate acceptance would send 
the bill to the White House. 

Just before adoption, the House 
defeated, 209 to 114, a motion by 


Representative Wadsworth (Rep.), 
New York, to return the report to 
the joint Senate-House conference 
committee with instructions to in- 
sist on reinstatement in the bill of 
his amendment to prohibit rate re- 
ductions unless they were “com- 
pensatory.” 

Elimination of the Wadsworth 


amendment precipitated more than 


an hour’s debate during which it 
was contended the measure would 
against water car- 
riers. 

Wadsworth said he feared elim- 
ination of his amendment would 
handicap water carriers and Repre- 
sentative Culkin (Rep.), New York, 
referred to the conferees’ action as 
“parliamentary Hitlerism.” 
Representative Halleck (Rep.), 
Indiana, defended elimination of 
the amendment, however, contend- 
ing the Senate conferees would not 
“go along” with it.

“In the Isle of Wight; a church 
and some houses were damaged 
and a few people were injured. 

“Later reports have also been 
received of attacks on the coasts of 
Kent and Sussex.

Learn to Send New Ones Up Fast 


ON ENGLAND’S SOUTHEAST

ROME, Aug. 12 (AP). — Italian 
troops advancing in British Somali- 
land have established contact with 
the main British forces defending 
the capital and chief port of Ber- 
bera, the high command announced 
today. 

The 
nounced: 

“In British Somaliland our troops, 
eontinuing their advance, have 
made contact with the main ene- 
my forces.” 

It was presumed the three Ital- 
jan columns which previously had 
occupied the port of Zeila, the 
towns of Hargeisa and Adueina and 
the Karrin and Godajere Passes 
finally had engaged in battle with 
troops holding the main British 
position. The high command, how- 
ever, did not issue any word that 
fighting between the two forces 


actually was in progress. 

(The British army communique 
issued from Cairo said no opera- 
tions in Somaliland had been re- 
ported and that the Italians made 
no advance.) 

Berbera 60 Miles From Passes. 

Authoritative sources said the 
capture of the two Somaliland 
passes meant that the Italian 
forces had safely left the desert 
wastes behind and were attacking 
the British on the sea side of the 
slopes. 

The two passes, about 60 miles 
fro.1 Berbera, presumably were 
among the most important obsta- 
cles facing an Italian advance from 
Ethiopia. The British have spoken 
of their “main positions” in the 
hills south of Berbera, and it has 
been assumed they would make a 
stand in the passes threading the 
hills if anywhere. 

Elaborating on a high command 
report of the bombing of a British 
airdrome near Erkovit yesterday, 
military authorities said the exist- 
ence of the airport was discovered 
by Italian pursuit planes which 
had followed British bombers re- 
turning horneward from a raid.

BRITISH SAY ENEMY 
HAS HALTED DRIVE 


CAIRO, Egypt, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The Italian drive across British 
Somaliland came to a halt today, 
the British command reported to- 
night. 

A communique said “in Somali- 
Jand no operations are reported and 
the enemy made no advance.” 

It was indicated that the Italian 
eolumns had stopped, perhaps to 
reorganize for attack on the main 
British forces in the hills south 
of Berbera. 

These were reported reinforced 
by units newly come from far 
flung parts of the British Empire. 

Arrival of the reinforcements was 
disclosed by officials in denying 
Italian claims that Somaliland vir- 
tually had been cut off from the 
overseas help.

A statement issued by general 
headquarters said the British aim 
is not “to defend every inch of soil 
in Somaliland but to make the 
enemy use up his precious supplies 
of food, petrol and ammunition 
which he cannot replenish.”

Yesterday’s Fighting.

German planes were sent against 
south and east coast objectives 
with 150 planes in one of the 
waves.

Raids on German Territory. 

Royal Air force attacks on air 
fields and oil plants in France and 
Germany were reported tonight by 
the Air Ministry, which acknowl- 
edged three British bombers were 
lost in the operations.

Effect on Employes Clarified. 


The Civil Service Commission 
ruled yesterday that the Hatch Act 
did not prevent employes of State 
and local governments from dis- 
cussing “issues of broad social, eco- 
nomic or general public character” 
but confined its restrictions to dis- 
cussions of partisan political issues. 

In a statement the commission 
expressed the belief “that the pri- 
mary objective of the legislation is 
to prevent partisan political activ- 
ity in connection with the conduct 
and management of political cam- 
paign.” It added that “the com- 
mission’s administration of the law 
will conform to this objective.” 

The original Hatch Act, enacted 
in 1939, extended to all Federal em- 
ployes many of the _ restrictions 
against political activity previously 
applied only to those under, civil 
service. An amendment signed by 
President Roosevelt on Aug. 2 fur- 
ther extended these restrictions to 
officers and employes of state or 
loce! governments “whose princi- 
pal employment is in connection 
with any activity which is financed 
in whole or in part by loans or 
grants made by the United States 
or by any Federal agency.” 

The Civil Service Commission 
will enforce the law with respect 
to classified Federal employes and 
state and local employes, while re- 
sponsibility for enforcement with 
respect to non-classified employes 
rests with the heads of the depart- 
ments or agencies empioying them. 

The only penalty which the com- 
mission can impose is removal from 
office. Criminal prosecution under 
the act will be handled by the Jus- 
tice Department.

Administration leaders sought to 
push the measure to a final vote 
late this week.

MISSOURI TROOPS 
START ON 4 DAYS 
OF ARMY GAMES 


National Guard Units As- 
signed to Invading Force 
in Maneuvers Opening in 
Minnesota.

LITTLE FALLS, Minn., Aug. 12. 
—Moving under clear skies and a 


three-quarter moon, the Red and 
the Blue forces took the field last 
midnight for the Fourth Army ma- 
neuvers, which are to be continu- 
ous through four days. 

Troop transports’ rolled over 
freshly graded roads, hauling in- 
fantry and artillery to their posi- 
tions in the early phase of the 
field problem in an area roughly 
60 miles east and west and 25 miles 
north and south. Meanwhile, shad- 
owy cavalry patrols cantered down 
by-paths and skirte@ woods search- 
ing for enemy activity in advance 
of the main troop bodies. As dawn 
broke observation aviation began 
to play its part. in the war game. 

The opening of the field maneu- 
vers was announced at Seventh 
Corps provisional headquarters, at 
Little Falls, in a communique is- 
sued at 12:01 a. m. The communi- 
que, which is to be succeeded by 
others at 6 p. m. daily, stated that 
Red Seventh Corps forces moved 
to the defense of the State after 
war was declared on the Blue Sixth 
Corps at midnight. The declaration 
of war followed an invasion of the 
Red territory by a Blue reinforced 
division, it was stated. 

Missouri Aviation’s Job. 

To the 110th Observation Squad- 
ron, St. Louis air unit, and the his- 
toric Second Cavalry was assigned 
the job of reconnoitering the Red 
advance by the Blue commander, 
Major-General Ralph E. Truman. 
Gen. Truman commands the Thir- 
ty-fifth Division concentrated at 
Onamia ,on the eastern boundary of 
the maneuver area. The division 1s 
composed of Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska National Guard troops 
with the Second and Fourteenth 
Regular Cavalry attached. The 
138th Infantry, St. Louis regiment, 
is an important unit of the division. 

Intelligence Plan No. 1 of the 
Thirty-fifth Division, prepared by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ross_ Diehl, 
aSked these questions of the caval- 
ry and aerial scouts: “How will the 
Red force use its cavalry, offensive- 
ly or in delaying action or to seize 
key terrain for its infantry? How 
will the Red infantry be employed, 
to attack our north flank and rear, 
to attack our south flank and rear 
or to defend and where? What is 
the strength and location of Red 


|Cavalry patrols. Are there mech- 


anized elements and what is the ap- 
parent cavalry force west of the 
Platte River? What is the length, 
composition and route of march of 
the Red force?” : 
Details of Assignments. 

The 110th Observation Squadron 
was directed to observe bridges 
across the Mississippi and the 
roads leading to and from in the 
the area marked by Little Falls 
and Camp Ripley, the Red force 
bivouac grounds. Aviation was 
also directed to reconnolter High- 
way 169 south from Onamia to a 
point five miles south of Page and 
all roads leading westward, re- 
porting hostile forces and the di- 
rection of their march, The in- 
telligence plan covers the phase 
and period of operations, essen- 
tial elements, analysis of essen- 
tial elements, the agency collect- 
ing the information, specific re- 
quests and the hour and destina- 
tion at which the information is 
to be delivered. 

Primary purpose of the maneu- 
vers, involving 40,000. troops of all 
branches, is to train smaller units, 
Commanders have been instructed 
to spend their time in accomplish- 
ing this objective and not try to 
execute some smart tactical move- 
ment with a view of trapping the 
opposing side, Colonel G. M. Peek, 
corps chief of staff, asserted in a 
memorandum to unit officers that 
there is a general need for greater 
attention to fundamentals, security 
and reconnaissance among all ranks 
from private upward. Attention 
to details was pronounced im- 
portant. 

The action is controlled by 186 
umpires stationed at observation 
points throughout the area. In 
the final phase the Sixth regular 
division will swing into action on 
the Red side. The regulars at pres- 
ent are in reserve. 


GANDHI ASSERTS NEW ERA 
OF NON-VIOLENCE 1S DAWNING 


Cites Gen. De Gaulle’s Appeal to 
“All Free Frenchmen” Not 
to Help Germany. 

BOMBAY, Aug. 12 (AP).—A new 
era of non-violent: resistance to ag- 
gression is dawning, Mohandas K. 
Gandhi said yesterday in a signed 
article in the newspaper Harijan, 
and cites as a straw in the wind a 
recent broadcast by Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle urging “all free French- 
men” not to help Germany in its 
war with Britain. 

In another article in the same 
issue, Gandhi said he has “little 
doubt” that India’s Congress soon 
will regret its previous decision 
not to remain non-violent in the 
face of possible external aggres- 
sion.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 12 (AP).— 
Repair crews rushed work on crip- 
pled communications in storm-bat- 
tered coastal areas of South Caro- 
lina and Georgia today while au- 
thorities checked casualties and 
property damage. 

Two persons died at Savannah, 
Ga., during the gale yesterday, and 
a report from Beaufort County, 
South Carolina, said there were 10 
unidentified dead there. 
Charleston, S. C., a cits of 75,000 
population, suffered considerable 


property damage but no loss of life 
was reported. Earlier reports over 
a short-wave radio station of the 
drowning of six persons at FoNy 
Beach near Charleston were not 
confirmed. 

The storm which originated in 
the West Indies early last week 
turned inland early Sunday between 
Savannah, Ga., and Charleston. The 
storm blew itself out today over 
this area, accompanied by heavy 
rains.

As of June 30, 1940, with the battle of 
France over and the battle of Britain ex 
pected to begin at any moment, Britain y,, 
estimated by competent American ohesen 
ers to have 100 destroyers completed and 
available for service around the British 
Isles. The British are thought to have Picked 
up eight or nine French destroyers jn the 
July 4 coup that smashed part of the French 
fleet and put most of the rest of it in Brit. 
ish hands. 


The Germans have been knocking off or 
disabling British destroyers pretty rapidly 
so that quite a number of those unsunk arm 
out of action for repairs. 

Destroyers, at least, appear exceedingly 
vulnerable to air attack. These 50 of ours, 
if considerately placed within reach of the 
German bombers, will also be disabled pretty 
rapidly. 

Then will come the call for another 50, ang 
after that for as much of our navy “as we 
can spare.” 

Well, how much can we spare? We've 
been told over and over again that our navy 
should be doubled in size. Appropriations 
have passed Congress to make it go.

HOPE FOR THE COLOR-BLIND.

OLOR blindness for years has been a 
| sure-fire cause for rejection of applicants 


‘in the Army Air Training Corps. No use 
for such men. 

But now—army officials have discovered, 
by accident, that color-blind men can see 
'through camouflage much better than men 
| with normal vision. Camouflage, naturally, 
is designed to deceive the normal eye. In 
‘tests at Fort Sill, Ok., they found it didnt 
fool the color-blind. 

An air observer with normal eyesight was 


sent aloft to see how many artillery guns, 
heavily camouflaged, could be spotted from 
the air. He could pick out only 10 of the 
40 guns. But a color-blind observer from 
the Field Artillery—who confessed his fail- 
ing only after he had landed—picked out 
all 40 of the camouflaged guns. 

So officials now are combing their lists 
for rejected color-blind men. They don't 
know yet just how they'll use them most 
effectively, but that they can use them is 
obvious.

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SHE IS CERTAIN that eventually peace and happiness will be 
restored to Europe, but how or when she cannot even guess. 
She only knows that it will not be until after Hitler and Hitlerism 
are destroyed. In her brand of hope, there is no alloy of easy 
optimism. She is certain that events in Europe will get worse, 
perhaps much worse, before they get better. She fears a terrible 
famine. Her private sources of information, which are wide and 
constant even though she is now in America, reveal circumstances 
go dire in Poland alone that it will be a miracle if the population 
eurvives another winter. But she is convinced that Hitler has 
swallowed more than he can digest. Eventually revolt will start 
in one country, and it will spread among the oppressed peoples 
who hate him. The French assuredly will not long endure any 


yoke, she believes. 


ARCHDUKE OTTO 
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The Empress, like her son, the Archduke Otto, 
dreams of a Danubian federation to unite into a pow- 
erful, self-sustaining whole many of Europe’s smaller 
states which have either been gobbled up by Hitler or 
have fallen under Nazi sway. But the former Empress 
is emphatic in her insistence that such a federation must 
result from the will of the peoples involved. It must be 
arrived at by democratic processes if it is to be of lasting 
benefit. This pale, ascetic woman in black finds it not 
at all contradictory that a former Empress should so 
warmly espouse the cause of democracy. 
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WITH A PLEASANT SMILE, she said that under the Haps- 
burgs the Kingdom of Austria had not been an autocracy, as 
is commonly believed. Democratic processes had long been in 
use. The peoples in the Danubian basin myst again have free 
choice and self-determination, once Hitler and his kind have been 
vanquished and Europe faces a new day. Just what the new day 
may mean for Europe or her own family, no one can say. She 
believes that the new Europe will tend toward constitutional and 
democratic monarchies. But if she still hopes and believes that 
such a return to the monarchial form of government will even- 
tually restore her son to a throne, she does not say. 
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HER CONVICTION that Europe will again turn to monarchy 
{s based on her belief that (1) there will be a final revulsion from 
totalitarianism and (2) that the republics established in Europe 
following the World War have failed to work or to offer their 
peoples a maximum of protection. Such republics were invariably 
ruled by a clique and not through true democratic principles. 
These peoples are not yet.educated to a democracy such as 
Switzerland's, which she finds most admirable. A monarchy 
would again offer them something permanent to tie to, and she 
believes that after these recent decades of uncertainty and im- 
permanence, that will mean much to men and women who long 


for rest and security. 
ee 

It is wish-thinking, 1. her opinion, to believe that 
eventually the world will be saved by a war in which 
the Nazis and the Bolsheviks will fall upon and destroy 
each other. They are—she feels—as alike as peas in 
a pod and will not convenience the world by obliterat- 
ing each other. She is apprehensive now lest Finland, 
for which one of her brothers fought valiantly last 
winter, suffer the fate of Lithuania, Estonia and Latvia.

THE ONETIME Empress has been said to harbor vaunting 
ambitions for her children, but today she said she wished only 
that their lives be useful to others as well as themselves. She 
is proud of the work of her eldest son, Archduke Otto, in aid- 
ing Austrian refugees here and abroad. Many such Austrians, 
if they had fallen into German hands, would have been killed. 
Her eldest son, she believes, has never been so busy or so happy 
as in this country. Her second son, Archduke Robert, is her 
only child not now in America. He is in England, in the British 
defense forces. As anxiously as any other mother, she asked 
me what I thought were England’s chances to withstand the 
threatened German assault, She thinks they are excellent.

Defects That 
Bar Men From 
Army Service

F WE are faced with another 
| nation-wide conscription for mil- 

itary service, we will get once 
more, as we did in 1917, a cross- 
section diagram of the incidence of 
physical defects in our young male 
population. Many people can carry 
out activities in civil life with no 
evident disability from defects that 
for one reason or another will unfit 
them for military service. 

In 1917 one out of every three 
candidates was rejected for some 
physical defect. This would mean 
that if 10,000,000 men are called 
in the draft, 3,000,000 will be found 
sufficiently inadequate to be reject- 
ed. 

Height and weight—This cate- 
gory is really not a physical defect 
and in times of extreme emergency 
could be relaxed. But the army 
likes to have its ranks look uniform 
and those over 6 feet 6 inches in 
height or under 5 feet 4 inches, are 
turned down. (We might get up 
special tall and short regiments. I 
have a notion the little guys would 
put up a pretty good scrap). Weight 
between 115 and 180 is standard. 
Seventy-three thousand men were 
rejected in 1917 on account of un- 
derweight. 

Flatfoot—This is an obviously in- 
surmountable defect for a soldier. 
Nearly a third of all rejections will 
be from this cause. Bunions equal- 
ly bad. 

Hernia—In the last war soldiers 
could be ordered to have hernias 
repaired, This saved a good many 
men for service, but even so, a hun- 
dred thousand men were disquali- 
fid for this reason in World War 
No. 1. 

Bad teeth—You have to have 12 
good teeth. Army food is good, but 
you must be able to chew it. No 
special diets are arranged. Army 
dentists, however, do a grand job in 
fixing up cavities and other de- 
fects. Many a man returned from 
the low countries with the first good 
mouthful of teeth he ever had. 

Heart defects—Heart murmurs 
are causes of rejection and often 
apparently unjustly so. I had many 
appeals in the last recruiting sea- 


son from men who had heart mur-’ 


murs, and  patriotically resented 
their rejections. The Army Med- 
ical Department knows perfectly 
well that most of these men would 
be able to perform even arduous 
duty without difficulty, but they 
far-sightedly look ahead to the 
problem o* disability claims. The 
soldier entitled to pension on that 
ground must have received the dis- 
ability in the line of duty. A pulse 
rate persistently over 100 is cause 
for rejection. We had a great deal 
of trouble with this class last war, 
and they should never be accepted 
again.

Leaves, strawy manure or other 
safe litter may be used for winter 
protection to perennial beds.

HE keynote to perfect facial 
T veauty is to learn to use the 

minimum of makeup, and to use 
that expertly after a careful study 
of your face. There is no assurance 
that you will look ravishing after 
putting on rouge, powder, lipstick 
and eye allure, unless you have 
learned how to put it on and how 
much to put on! 

For instance: Unless you’ are 
striving for a bizarre effect, don’t 
try to change what nature has en- 
dowed you with. Improve upon it, 
yes, but don’t distort it. 

Never use rouge unless it matches 
or blends nicely with the shade of 
your lipstick. Your nails, too, should 
match your lip shade if you go in 
for vivid polishes. 

Never shave off your eyebrows, or 
any superfluous hair on your face, 
Eyebrows should be thinned by use 
of tweezers, or simply trimmed, and 
superfluous hair should be removed 
with a reliable depilatory or by an 
expert electrolysis operator.

VERY parent alive wants his 
F. cnitaren to be admired. They 

beam with joy when they see 
Sister or Brother showing to ad- 
vantage and winning applause. 
They enjoy living with good-man- 
nered children who “behave them- 
selves.” Children do not get that 
way without a deal of bother. 
Somebody must teach the good 
manners and the accomplishments, 
and the rest of the family must 
help with all their might to create 
these worthy-to-be-praised  chil- 
dren. 

That is where the rub comes. 
Few people want to be bothered 
day in and day out with the wob- 
bling, mistaken, bungling efforts 
of children. 
“Hold your spoon this way,” the 
first time. It is easy for the sec- 
ond, even the third time. But 
after that, it is just a botheration. 
“Why can’t: you hold that spoon 
as I told you?” After that he 
usually holds the spoon any old 
way unless some one person, usu- 
ally mother, patiently, tactfully, 
kindly persists in teaching the 
child to hold his spoon correctly.

Just One of a Crowd 


ROWDS are great masses of 
C people who go out to see spec 
tacles that you go out to see, 
and get there first. Consequently, 
instead of seeing the spectacle all 
you may see is the back of some- 
body’s neck. One solution of the 
problem is to look over the crowd. 
This is recommended to persons 
who stand 6 feet 2. If your height 
is less, you can make up the differ- 
ence by standing on tiptoe or on & 
soapbox. But the first method is 
tedious unless you are a toe dancer, 
and the second doubtful, since 
there are not likely to be any soap 
boxes around; or, if there are, some- 
body else is standing on them. 

Or you may look between the 
legs of the crowd. But the trouble 
with this is that you will be able to 
see only the legs of the spectacle, 
which are not usually very differ- 
ent from ordinary legs. 

Preferable to this is looking 
through an opening in the crowd, 
to the right or left of somebody's 
head. This would be capital if the 
somebody were to keep his head 
still, but he won’t. In that case, 
the only thing to do is to move 
your own head counter to the 
movement of the head in front of 
you. This is fine exercise for your 
neck muscles and may also help

South’s original pass and his cor- 
rect response to the opening heart 
bid offered no difficulty, but when 
North rebid two diamonds South 
had to search for precisely the right 
bid. His spade void was Q-J-2 of 
hearts suggested that a game with 
hearts as trump was probable, but 
none of the various heart raises 
(two hearts, three hearts, or four 
hearts) suited South perfectly. Ob- 
viously, the first was out of the 
question. To bid two hearts over 
two diamonds would be merely 
“showing a preference” and would 
not come remotely close to indicat- 
ing the playing strength of South's 
hand. Three hearts was much bet- 
ter, indicating better than a pref- 
erence, but still would not paint a 
good picture. It was unlikely that 
North would be able to do anything 
but bid four hearts over three and, 
in that case, South would be 
“trapped”—he could not make an- 
other bid without pushing the con- 
tract into dangerous waters. Four 
hearts was discarded because 
North’s suit might well be only four 
long, and a double raise by South 
would be unjustified except with 
four trumps. Since none of the 
heart raises was precisely correct, 
South used another device to de- 
scribe his holding. Merely to rebid 
the clubs would suggest nothing 
but a long club suit, in other words, 
a sign-off. A jump in clubs, how- 
ever, would suggest exactly what 
South had, namely, a long line of 
clubs plus outside values, Since 
South had passed originally, there 
was no fear of North’s interpreting 
this jump as showing a profusion 
of honor tricks. 

After the four club bid, North’s 
job was easy. He merely used the 
four-five no trump convention, and 
when South again bid clubs North 
rightly assumed that his club queen 
would be a key card and raised to 
six. 

Obviously, the hand was a lay- 
down for 12 tricks with clubs as 
trump. And equally obviously, a 
six heart contract could have been 
defeated by the opening lead of the 
club ace and a second round ruff 
by West.
